And becauſe 
there is Exciſe already up-lifted in ſundry parts of the Kingdom, borh'ro 
Burgh and Landwart by the Collectors formerly appointed for that ef- 
fect, The Eſtates Ordains the Commiſſioners for the Exciſe preſently 
withall canveniencie-, To call-before them theſe Collecrays, and cauſe 
them make count,reckoning;and payment of their whole intromiſſions. 
And forthe reſt of hewhole byamee Exciſe,not yer collected, Ordains 


 theſametobecollected,uplifred,and ingathered from all perſons lyable 


inpaymentthereof, by the Magiſtrates, and fick as they. thal appoint

 onand quantity reſpectiv+ , made'uſe of, topted, or fold by them, with 
the ptoviſions contained inthe At of Parliament. And Ordains' this 
manner oftlic collecting of the Excife ofthe Ale;Beer, and Wanes Ho 
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ſtand and be obſerved:Notwithſtanding of the Afts made by the Com- 
mittee of Eſtates and Commilsioners for the Exciſe,upon the-20and 21 
dayes of December laſt by-paſt : Which As the Eſtates refchindes 
and diſcharges,in ſua far as the ſamine are or may be derogatorie hereto, 
in any manner of way. Likeas the Eſtates: of Parliament , orcains the 
gudlines with the intereſt due, advanced , andpayed by the Burrows 
and their Burgeſles reſpective for Arms brought home to the Kingdom, 
- and the prices of the f{ilver-work given in fortheule of the publick, 
With the quarterings of Souldiers, to be firſt payed out of the foreſaid 
Exciſe, conforme to the At of the Cominittee” of Eſtates made there- 
anent,and conform to the particular As granted tothe ſeveralBurghs, 
their Burgeſles, and others perſons reſpective for payment of their {aids 
oudleines and price of their filver-work. And thereafter Ordains the 
Annual-rents of the Moneys addebted by the publick, ro any perſon in 
Burgh or Landwart, to be payed out of the foreſaid Exciſe , conforme 
to theſe creditors their bande ſecurities, and warrands reſpective,gran- 
ted to them by the publick for payment of their ſaids debts. With 
poweralſo to the Commilsioners forthe Exciſe , To receive in;fit,and 
allow, as they ſhal think reafonable , the whole compts of the quarter- 
ings, with the bands, warrands, and ſecurities , grantedfor Pa_rnagi of 
the gudleines, filver-work, and others publick debts. And after ſight 
thereof, and fitting and allowing of the compts of che quarterings, To 
give precepts and warrands for re thereof our of the Exciſe , ac- 
cording to the order before preſcribed, and conforme to the Aats of the 
 Commilsioners for the Exciſe, attentthe gtanting ofthe ſaids precepts. 
And ſicklike the Eſtates of Parliament,Ratifies and approves the Ce - 
miſsion grantedro the ComMlilfionetSforthe exciſe , and whole re- 
, manent As and Ordinances made and ſet down,for ingarheritg there- 
-of : and not hereby altered nor reſchinded, in mannerabove-written. 
And Ordains the ſane To ſtand in force and ſtrength , as is'ferdown jn 
the Aof Parliament , except in ſud far as the ſame arc hereby reſchin- 
ded or altered,as ſaid is. And farder , the Eftates by: thir 'preſents, 
Gives fulpowerand warrand to the Commiſsioners for the Exciſe, To
